ORDINANCE NO. 39. 


Amending Section One of Ordinance No. 


36, Adopted'Augiist 19, 18O3. Amend- 
ing Ordinance N«. 34, Adopted Muy 
1, 1893, Defining the Fire limits of 
the Town of Reno, and Malting Itegu- 


^ 
lations Concerning the Erection and 
Use of Buildings In Said Town. 


Adopted February 19,1894. 


BY VIRTUE OP THE POWER CON- 
ferred by the lawa of the State of Ne- 
vada, the Board of County Commissioners, 
in and for Washoe county, do ordain as fol- 
lows : 


SECTION 1. Section one of Town Ordinance 
No. 38. adopted August 12, 1893, amendatory 
of Ordinance No. 34, defining the fire limits 
of the town of Reno is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : 


SECTION 1. The fire limits of Reno shall 
be bounded as follows, to-wit: By a line 
commencing at the center of the intersection 
of West street and the alley situated between 
Third and Fourth streets: thence running 
easterly with the center of said -alley to the 
center of the intersection of said alley and 
Sierra street ; thence northerly with the cen- 
ter of Sierra street to its intersection with 
the middle line of the alley extending east- 
erly and westerly between Plaza and Fourth 
streets: thence easterly alone the middle line 
of the alley extending easterly and westerly 
thrt ugh blocks O, H, I and J, between Plaza 
and Fourth street-, in a straight line to 5ts 
intersection with the middle line of Peavine 
street; thence southerly with ihe iddle line 
of Peavine street to its intersection with the 
middle line of the alley extending easterly 
and westerly through block R in said town ; 
thence westerly with tbe middle line of said 
alley to its intersection with the middle line 
of the alley extending northerly and south- 
erly in said block R; thence southerly on tho 
middle line of said last named alley in n 
straight line through said block R and block 
Y to the Lake or Riverside mill ditch ; thence 
westerly along said mill ditch to the center 
in a

westerly with the meander line of said river 
to a Point in a straight line with the middle 
line of West street, extended southerly to 
•aid river; thence northerly on said last 
named Une and the middle line of West street 
to the place of bet* nning.

There will be no 
cliques, combinations, trading and 
selling out among the delegates, for 
every true member of the Silver party, 
when he abandoned the old, rotten or- 
ganization, abandoned their mercenary 
practices and enlisted for the war on 
principle, for pure government and 
clean cut politics. Honesty and ca- 
pacity will be its Jeffersonian test in 
selecting its nominees. 
From the 


abundance of suitable material on 
every hand in its party lines we may be 
assured its work will be well done. 
When the people through the calm and 
patriotic deliberations of this conven- 
tion shall demand tl.a services of any 
Silver man by naming him for some 
responsible office, we tike it that his

What He say* of the Political Situation 


—Questions for Republicans to answer 
—Tl»» " "Water Cure " will not Restore 
Prosperity. 


EDITOR JOUBXAL:—During the last 


political canvass in this State the peo- 
ple were told by the Silver party speak- 
ers that the silver planks in the plat- 
forms of both of the old political 
parties 
were meaningless; artfully 


framed, so as to admit of the construc- 
| tion against silver in the goldbng East 
and in favor of silver in the South and 
West; simply " made to catch votes;" 
that both of the old parties were con- 
trolled on the silver question by the 
money powers of the United States and 
Europe in the interest of the holders 
of Government, railroad and

bonds and the national banks of.the 
East; that there was great danger that 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law would be repealed by the next en- 
suing session of Congtess, etc., etc.

of Cnarity—No CU«ne«For Politic* In It. 
The Saturday Micht Eatertelameate mmA 
Bow They Are Conducted. 
One Saturday in Glasgow I tramped 


Ibout the poorer portions o? the town 
til midnight, first in company with the 
kead of a municipal department and 
afterward with an estimable bailie who 
fe renowned in the town for his opposi- 
tion to all things alcoholic. My tour be- 
gan soon after dusk, which comes aston- 
ishingly early in these northern lati- 
tudes, giving one hardly time to salute 
the sun between dawn and dark. Our 
points of call in the earlier half of our ex- 
pedition were the municipal lodging 
bouses, those places of agreeable refuge 
which the city established 20 years ago 
for the purpose of selling decent shelter 
to tbe lower elements of its floating pop- 
ulation. 


On Saturday night in winter time 


tome form of entertainment is devised 
for the 2,000 municipal lodgers. Tbe 
zntertaining talent volunteers for the 
performance. It is part of the duty of 
the city committee having in charge 
these hotels for the poor to secure on 
Saturdays the assistance of amateurs 
who can sing or dance or teil a story or 
give an athletic show. There are seven 
municipal lodging houses, and in the 
recreation rooms of each these Saturday 
eight pleasantries are conducted. Every 
concert, or magic lantern show, or what- 
ever it may be, is presided over by a 
chairman, who volunteers for the pur- 
pose from the members of the city gov- 
ernment. 


The gentlemen so presiding are not 


municipal politicians, because, aa I have 
previously explained, they have in Glas- 
gow no municipal politics, but merely 
an administration. Mr. Chairman, there- 
fore, is not in quest of votes, and if he 
were his services in a lodging house 
would ill requite him. Nor is there any 
appearance of charity, condescension, 
nor any other untoward thing in this 
business. The entertainment is carried 
on very much as a concert is aboard an 
Atlantic liner—with this exception, that 
DO collection is made. The municipality 
Is put to no expense in the matter, and 
it may be assumed that the chairmen 
are put to no inconvenience. They are 
usually men who devote a large part of 
their lives to philanthropic work. 


A Saturday night's audience at one of 


these municipal lodging houses comprises 
a wide assortment of characters and a 
considerable distribution of race. There 
are sailors who have got hard up in port, 
soldiers recently discharged. There are 
poor devils wbo are spending their last 
pennies for shelter and food, which will 
take th^m over to the Monday morning, 
when they may be able to pick up some- 
where somehow pennies enough to last 
them over another night. And there are 
laborers in regular employment, arti- 
sans, too, who are not hard up, but who 
are lodging here while they are at work 
in the town. There are of course men 
who have seen better days and men who 
by no possibility can ever see any worse 
ones. Some are here from necessity, 
some from motives of economy, and all 
of them are fairly comfortable while they 
are here. 


The Saturday night entertainments are 


voluntary altogether. The entertainers 
give their services) and the audiences are 
not asked for a penny. There were from 
200 to 350 men in each of the recreation 
rooms which we visited, and hearty ap- 
plause gave evidence of the delight of 
the men, who appeared to enjoy them- 
selves thoroughly. 


A municipal lodging house is a large, 


well lighted and well ventilated build- 
ing. At the entrance there is an office, 
where the applicant for lodging pays his 
B^d. or 4£d. and receives a ticket en- 
titling him to the privileges of the house. 
On the ground floor there are three large 
apartments, one used as a sort of eating 
room, another as a sitting room, another 
as a kitchen. The lodgers supply their 
own food and cook it themselves, having 
the free use of the kitchen fires and the 
steam heaters for this purpose. The house 
is in charge of a superintendent, with 
several assistants. 


At 8 o'clock in the evening the dormi- 
tories are opened. These dormitories are 
spacious rooms r5i\ idod by partitions 8 
or 9 feet high into small compartments, 
each compartment containing a bed ar- 
ranged ia the fashion of a stateroom 
berth on an Atlantic liner. The only 
difference between the threepence half- 
penny and the fourpence halfpenny ac- 
commodation is that the higher price en- 
titles the lodger to an extra blanket. 
Lodgers are admitted to bed until about 
1 a. in. They must arise not later than 
8 o'clock in the morning. The premises 
are kept scrupulously clean by the staff 
of assistants. A well fitted laundry at- 
tached to the place is constantly at work 
washing the bedding.—Cor. Boston Her- 
ald. 


Ancient Preservation of the Dead. 


Herodotuti gives a good description of 
the manner in which the early Ethiopi- 
ans preserved their dead. Having thor- 
oughly dried the corpse, they plastered 
It over with a paste made of gypsum and 
then painted the face and exposed parts. 
BO as to make them look as natural as 
possible. Dead bodies served in this 
manner remained intact for hundreds of 
yean.—St. Louis Republic.

of the house, the other for bis friend 
and collaborator, Halevy, both of a size

The Kartli'8 Journey. 


The earth does not travel at the same 


rate all through its journey. Its orbit 
being elliptical, it must at some time 
approach nearer to the sun than at 
others and will take less time in mov- 
ing through one part of its patb than 
tbrough another. 
In winter the earth 


is nearer tbo sun than in summer and 
moves through space more rapidly. On 
Jan. 1 the earth is about 8,000,000 
miles nearer the sun than it is on July 
1, and as tha velocity of a planet in- 
creases with it nearness to the sun the 
earth passes over one-half of its orbit 
in less time than over the other half. 
Between the vernal equinox, which 
happens on March 21 and the autumnal 
equinox, which falls on Sept. 28, the 
earth is 180 days in accomplishing that 
half of her journey round the sun, 
while the other half occupies only 179 
days. 
It baa been said that, owing to 


the friction caused by the tides and 
other reasons, the earth is moving more 
slowly than it used to do, and that the 
days are consequently lengthening, but 
as this is only to the extent of half a 
second in » century it will be a long 
time beforo there will bo any apparent 
difference.—Brooklyn Eagle.
